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vides for electors, continue as it 
has continued for the last 160 


years.” If that is done, he said, 
“the country will be all right.“ 


Senator McGrath’s View. 


A few minutes later, Senator J. 
Howard McGrath, Democratic na- 
tional chairman, told the same 
group the Electoral College “has 
now outlived its usefulness.” He 
indicated that he feels the Presi- 
dent and Vice President should 
be elected by a majority of the 
popular vote of all the voters, 
rather than by electors named by 
majority vote in each state. 


This would give the Republicans 
at least some Southern votes. But 
it would handicap anti-Adminis- 
tration Southern Democrats whose 
strength stems from the fact that 
they can muster the entire elec- 
toral vote of some states for their 
particular candidate. 

In the 1948 election, the States’

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President Truman, in his inaugural address 

today, spoke in terms that must warm the hearts 
and strengthen the minds of men everywhere 
in the world. 
He spoke not only as President of the United 
States, but in terms of broad and humane world 
leadership, and his theme was this: “The su- 
preme need of our time is for men to learn to 
live together in peace and harmony.“ 

To that end, Mr. Truman accepted the initia- 
tive and launched a four-point program of this 
country’s major aims. 

First, the United States will give “unfalter- 
ing support” to the United Nations and will se:k 
in every way to increase its effectiveness. 

Second, recognizing that economic health is a 

condition precedent for peace, this country will 
keep its full weight behind the Marshall plan 
in order that the nations of Western Europe can 
achieve self-sufficiency. Beyond that, the 
United States will continue to batter away at 
the obstacles to free flow of goods among the 
nations. | 

Third, the United States will use its influence 

‘and its material aid to strengthen freedom- 
loving nations against aggression, by such 
means as the North Atlantic defense pact and 
our continued adherence to the Rio de Janeiro 


° treaty to safeguard the Western Hemisphere. 


Fourth, and here Mr. Truman soared to 
heights that will lift up the spirit of men every- 
where, the United States “must embark on a 
bold new program for making the benefits of 
our scientific advances and industrial progress 
available for the improvement and growth of 
undeveloped areas.” 

In these swift strokes, the President described 
the conditions he hopes to ameliorate: 

More than half the people of the world 
are living in conditions approaching misery. 
Their food is inadequate. They are victims 
of disease. Their economic life is primitive 
and stagnant. Their poverty is a handicap 
and a threat both to them and to more pros- 
perous areas. 

Mr. Truman bases his hopes for a success- 
ful attack upon these conditions on the ground 
that “for the first time in history, humanity pos- 
sesses the knowledge and the skill to relieve 
the suffering of these people.” He realizes, of 
course, that the United States cannot provide 
the material resources to rescue the world from 
its ills, but we can provide leadership, know- 
how and encouragement so that “the free 
peoples of the world, thropgh their own efforts,” 
can “produce more food, more clothing, more 
materials for housing; and more mechanical 
méans to lighten their burdens.” 

The inaugural address accepts the fact that 
we live not in one world, but.two. The other 
world is represented by the tyranny and false 
philosophy of Communism, which “subjects the 
individual to arrest without lawful cause. pun- 
ishment without trial, and forced labor as the 
chattel of the state. It decrees what informa- 
tion he shall receive, what art he shall produce, 
what leaders he shall follow, and what thoughts 
he shall think.” 

Against this philosophy, Mr. Truman poses 
the traditions of freedom and human dignity 
shared by the United States, Great Britain, 
France and other nations of the West. But the 
inaugural is not content with paying lip-service 
to the principles of democracy. He would make 
it a vital and dynamic force in world affairs. 

Mr. Truman speaks in lofty and compelling 
terms. The freedom-loving peoples of the world 
will take heart from his inaugural. By the same 
token, the men in the Krenilin must read into 
the speech a declaration of highly serious in- 
tent to oppose with all the power of this coun- 
try the extension of their tyranny.

Ink was hardly dry on the Missouri Public 
Service Commission's approval of Southwestern 
Bell Telephone rate increases of $3,228,529 an- 
nually before Mr. Stemmler announced that the 
City of St. Louis would file 4 motion for a r¢- 
hearing as a first step toward blocking the rise. 
Now Mr. Stemmler tells the same official body 
that the street car and bus line in St. Louis, the 
Public Service Co., can save at least half the 
$2,600,000 fare increase it seeks by four adjust- 
ments in its accounting plan. 

The question in each instance is not whether 
it costs the utility more to operate in a time of 
increased costs of labor, materials and equip- 
ment. Obviously, it does cost more. If each 
company has effected all proper economies and 
made desirable accounting adjustments, then it 
has no choice, if it wants to stay in business, ex- 
cept to increase its charge to the public. 

As for the telephone increase decision, we 
have dealt with it in detail. It is enough to note 
here that two of the five members of the Public 
Service Commission think the increase is ex- 
cessive” and that one of the majority concurred 
in the result but did not join in the language of 
the decision. Southwestern Bell, in short, is 
authorized in Missouri to increase its rates by 
more than 33,228,000 in an opinion which a 
minority of only two of five members has fully 
accepted. Moreover, the ruling does not con- 
sider basic questions such as the license fee and 
depreciation reserve in the rate base. The cir- 
cumstances are such that the rehearing the city 
asks for is clearly in order. Even if every cent 
of the increase were justified, it should not be 
granted in such a form as this. 

Mr. Stemmler makes a strong case for ac-

line company. He poirits out that the State Pub- 
lic Service Commission’s own engineering staff 
has recommended a cut of $320,000 in annual 
depreciation charges. He points out further that 
$490,000 would be saved by application of the 
commission’s General Order 38A, on the treat- 
ment of the depreciation reserve fund, to the 
transportation utility. Still further he points 
out that the requested increase does not take 
into account the $441,000 savings which are to 
result from the substitution of busses for certain 
streetcars. 

Mr. Stemmler tells of the “long history of 
high profits paid to the National City Lines.” He 
shows that the stockholders received a 10 per 
cent return last year. He points out that the 
patrons accepted crowded conditions and other- 
wise inferior service in wartime with the expec- 
tation that peace would bring correction; that 
there have been two fare increases in 10 months; 
that every increase costs the company passen- 
gers who decide to walk short distances and to 
use automobiles for longer ones. 

There is a great gulf between Mr. Stemmler 
and the contention of the street car-bus company 
that the fare increase is necessary to stave off 
“absolute bankruptcy.” Both cannot be right. 
It is up to the Public Service Commission to 
find out where the truth lies and to be guided 
accordingly. The people of St. Louis will expect 
a much better documented performance than 
they have had thus far in the telephone case. 

Consumers naturally become conditioned to 
paying more for almost everything in a period 
of inflation. This should not be a screen behind 
which unfair corporate practices are perpetu- 
ated.

erties of plutonium, his findings 
paving, the way for production on 
a large scale. In 1943 he was 


assigned to head a department of 
the Manhattan Project at Los 
Alamos, N.M., where the atomic 
bomb was put together. 

Kennedy was nominated for the 
county award by Chancellor Ar- 
thur H. Compton of Washington 
University, and was selected by a 
committee which considered can- 
didates submitted by church, civic 
and other organizations.

Mr. Stark, 77 years old, died yes- 
terday of a cerebral hemorrhage 
at his home, 9140 West Pine ave- 
nue, Brentwood.

He noted a second effect of the 
large expenditures for military 
purposes—an inevitable tendency 
of the military caste to rise to 
power and influence though, he 
said, there had been no evidence

Failure of the union talks was 
announced by a study froup of 
delegates from France, Britain, 
Belgium, The Netherlands and 
Luxembourg, already aligned in 
the Brussels defense pact, This 
study group has been trying to 
create some formal body to bring 
closer political co-operation in 
western Europe. The committee 
was set up at Brussels last Oc- 
tober at French insistence. 

The group's report on its inabil- 
ity to agree will be turned over 
to a meeting of the nations’ for- 
eign ministers at London Jan. 26. 

French sources said British dele- 
gate Hugh Dalton presented new 
proposals that upset a tentative 
agreement, reached. last month, 
providing for both a parliament 
and a‘ council of governments. 
They said the British proposed to 
reduce the assembly to the “ri- 
diculous” role of a three weeks’ 
annual conference, authorized to 
discuss only matters submitted by 
the council. 

Today the British delegation 
was said to have told the com- 
mittee they would stand on this 
proposal, The French und the 
Benelux representatives supported 
the compromise.

mated at $711,114,000, highest in 
"| history, the National Board of 
Wire Underwriters reported today. 

The record destruction of prop- 
pro and resources is 2.7 per cent 
n than estimated losses of 
002,635,000 in 1947, W. E. Mal- 


lalieu, general manager of the 
board, said. 

The 1948 loss climaxed a seven- 
year period of steady increase in 
fire destruction. The lowest na- 
tional fire loss in the last decade 
was in 1940 when the figure was 
$306,469,520. 

Mallalieu said many reasons 
had been suggested for the great 
increase in losses from year to 

. These include the increased 
values of property, greater con- 
gestion and concefitration of val- 
ues, and a higher occupancy rate 
of buildings 

The highest estimated loss for 
any month in 1948 was for March 
when destruction was placed at 
$74,236,000. The estimated figures 
include an allowance for unin- 
sured and unreported losses.

I have my own room 
and bath, and earn $80 per 
month. I save at least 850 
of this every month. My 
uniforms are furnished, I 
have to buy very few 
clothes, I pay nothing for 
board, room or laundry. I 
will have a $50 bond com- 
ing in every month when 
I am too old to work. 
‘When that time comes I can either live with one of my sons, 
or pay to live elsewhere. The difference in the bond now and 
what it will be worth in 10 years I put in the bank for 
emergency. I am happy, needed, and treated with respect. I 
chose this work because it is the only kind I knew. I married 
fresh out of high school, kept house, reared my children. I 
am far more independent than those women who have to get 
up early, battle traffic downtown, be on their feet all day. I 
have more free time, get little trips with expenses paid, save 
far more than they can. When my husband died my children 
were wonderful to me, but they had their own homes and 
their own lives. At first I was unhappy, full of aches and pains, 
could not adjust. Then I resolved to take this job, and I 
am so happy and so busy I was never better in my life. Why 
don't more middle-aged women wake up and take a job like 
mine? I wish ‘all the women who have my kind of job would 
meet and form a club. We could have such happy times together.

came each year to see the White House and had to be shown 
all over the grounds and through the rooms, You know how you 
feel when your floor is clean and somebody's feet track in mud, 


Well, multiply those footprints by 


a million. ‘ 


The ground floor was in a perpetual state of being cleaned, Th 
floor was scrubbed early in the morning and mopped up in sections 
through the day when needed. The linen covers on all the chairs 
had to be changed each day and the stair railing of the Grand 
Staircase was dusted three or four times daily. A man kept on 


wiping his way to the bottom and 


No old house stays clean very 
long, especially in the heart of a 
busy city, and with all those people 
coming and going we dusted the 
entire house two and three times 
a day. 

Sometimes we served beer at 
press parties from barrels in the 
lobby, and the next morning we 
would have to go over it with the 
electric brush and mop and marble 
dust, and the stairs, too, and all 
before ten. The President’s office 
had to be dusted before breakfast. 
Then there were cigarette stubs 
to deal with. Smoking was allowed 
in the lobby but not in the dining 
room at these crush affairs, for 


„fear of fire and the President. 


We always had a fire chief and 
his aides watching in every crowd. 

There were 60 rooms to be cared 
for and 20 baths. Every floor had 
to be polished, and every rug 
vacuumed each day. The linoleum 
on the kitchen floor had to be 
hand-washed with soap and wa- 
ter and waxed and polished at the 
end of each day. 

The White House leaked a lot. 
Rain came through the soft stone 
and stained the guest-rooms walls. 
So we had to have 
over all the time. We painted, 


washed twice, then painted again. 


Mr, Edmundson, head of the paint- 
ing department, could match a 
dirty paint as exact as if it were 
fresh. He could patch a wall so 
it wouldn't show. Painters, car- 
electricians, plumbing 
forces, formed a parade that never 
ended. 

All of the kitchen end of the 
White House was cut up and dif- 
ficult to operate in before we re- 
modeled. We had the storage space 
that had been a dairy cooler in 
early days, with cement troughs 
to set the milk cans in, so water 
could run through to cool the milk. 
Trouble was, the rats ran through 
them too, We were warring on 
rats day and night. 


Dad winked at the cement 
trenches. “Let’s make a little fix,” 
he said, and he had the engineer 
fit tin roofs over the trenches and 
they kept the rats out of the 
storage at least.

pain, and they were, and I'm not 
trying to be funny. They caused 
a great deal of tension. There 
were 160 windows, I think, five to 
each corner suite, plus the fan

windows. The floor men were er- 
pected to clean them along with 
their other work, and no one 
seemed to understand that our 
floor boys were busy all the time. 
There were six boys and girls to 
each of the four floors, responsible 
for the cleanliness of the rooms. 
The floor boys Riso served as 
valets to the guests, and many of 
our guests were demanding, giving 
suits and shoes to be cleaned, and 
issuing orders as if they were in 
a hotel. The boys had to defer 
their schedules to the guests, and 
if a guest felt like sleeping late, 
they had to work around his room. 
Of course the living-room floor, 
where the Roosevelts lived and the 
guests stayed, was my main con- 
cern. The second floor it was 
called. Mine was called the base- 
ment floor, though it wasn't a 
basement.

HE boys were supposed to do

Roosevelts were gone. But the 
Roosevelts weren't gone very 
often, not all at once anyway. 
Washing the windows there, two 
stories up, was dangerous. The 
carpenter told me the fastenings 
were loose in the soft stone, and 
the boys told me they were afraid. 
Finally I got hooks put in, and 
stretched the maintenance fund to 
bring in professional window 
washers. 


The Roosevelts loved things. 
Gadgets, mementos, souvenirs, pic- 
tures, books. They loved these the 
way they did people, children, 
dogs, horses, trees, and flowers. I 
think they loved everything and 
everybody and all the world. 

Mrs. Roosevelt had her walls 
covered with pictures, and so did 
he, and everyone knows what 
dust-catchers pictures are. All the 
Roosevelts were addicted to pic- 
tures. In their New York apart- 
ment he had 108 pictures in the 
hall alone Currier and Ives prints 


mostly. The President had one of 


the biggest collections in the coun- 
try. She had pictures on the doors 
that held linens, and one wall in 
her White House sitting room was 
solid with photos of family and 
friends, all collecting dust. 

We had one room we called the 
Gift Room, where the President 
put all the gifts sent him. That 
was a mess! There were three 
cabinets of quartz, crystal, jade, 
and ivory carvings alone, and an 
oriental rug woven in his likeness, 
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cleaning corps at the White 
House on the principle, 
Put a person in charge, leave 
him in charge, and hold him 
responsible.“ And of course 
everyone who worked in the 
White House had been thor- 
oughly checked by the Secret 
| Service. Interviewers wanted 
to know whether I preferred 
men cleaners or cooks to wom- 
en, and I'd never say.
